One hundred and forty - four 
erstwhile Central school pupils 
were today in classes at new class- 
rooms at Encinal school, having 
been moved out of their former 
plant early Tuesday, less than 12 
hours after school district trus- 
tees agreed to close Menlo Park’s 
oldest operating school. 

The move was made “without 
a hitch”, according to school dis- 
trict Superintendent Mel Homfeld. 
It followed decision Monday night 
by Menlo Park Elementary School 
district trustees that they could 
no longer allow themselves to be 
held liable for accidents in the 
non-earthquake-proof building. 

According to sources at the 
school, there were few telephone 
calls Tuesday or yesterday morn- 
ing indicating interest of parents. 

Trustees decided to close the 
building to classes after Hom- 
feld, at the regular Monday 
night mecting of the trustces, 
read an opinion from District 
Attorney Keith Sorenson to the 
effect that they could be held 
liable for injuries to students. 

Sorenson’s ovinion was based 
On correspondence dating as far 
back as June of 1950, stating that 
the building was inadequate. 

Still to be considered are: 

1. Whether or not the school 
may be brought up to standard. 
The district agreed to let citizens 
seek the voluntary aid of an arch- 
itect or structural engineer to con- 
fir mthe fact that the building 
does not meet requirements of the 
“earthquake code”; if such an in- 
dividual cannot be found, they 
will have to hire one. 

2. Whether or not the school 
district can realize any profit 
from sale of the: 7%-acre school 
site—the last remaining large par- 
cel of unsubdivided land in down- 
town Menlo Park. The school dis- 
trict currently owes the state the 
major portion vf a $780,000 aid 
loan borrowed in 1951; it may be 
that the state would demand any 
prot obtained from the property.

To Have 
Parks 
Or Nof? 


By CHARLES P. BURGESS 
The city council! has submitted 
to the people a $270,000 parks 
bond issue for next Tuesday’s hal- 
lot. This is a very poor time to be 

submitting a bond issue; however, 
we have little choice in this mat- 
ter. 

The basic reason for the issue 
is the acquisition of park sites 
in Belle Haven and the Wil- 
lows. Uniess the last two re- 
maining parcels of suitable un- 
improved land are acquired 
now, the opportunity for a city- 
wide park program will be gone 
beyond recall. 

A group of Menlo Park citizens 
interested in recreation fer our 
young people is sending a_bro- 
chure through the mails to inform 
residents fully concerning the is- 


sue. 
This brochure details the im- 
provements to be constructed in 
each proposed park, the cost of 
the work, and the cost on the tax 
rate (13 cents per $100) for the 
bond issue and future mainten- 
ance. This column, therefore, will 
deal with council policy. 

A vote on this bond issue is 
essentially one to answer the 
the question, should there be a 
city-wide park system? 

Should the bond issue fail to 
pass, then our park program will 

consist of improving facilities at 
Nealon and Burgess parks over a 
period of years, but operating no 
neighborhood parks. 

If it does pass, then we will not 
only improve these parks, but es- 
tablish new ones in Belle Haven 
and the Willows, and on the 


Knoll schools. It is not possible to 
extend the school site park pro- 
gram to the Willows and Belle Ha- 
ven because needs there require 
buildings on most of the site 
areas. 

The total cost of land acquis- 
ition at Belle Haven and the 
Willows is about $81,300. The 
total cost of improvement of all 
parks is placed at $246,700, of 
which $58,000 is to be done by 
city labor out of available city 
funds. 

Four additional city gardeners 
will be employed for maintenance 
(representing 6 cents of the 13- 
cent total tax rate increase for the 
program). 

The construction schedule if the 
bond issue passes calls for grading 


and installation of the under- 
ground improvements this sum- 
mer, the planting of lawns next 


winter, with usable parks in oper- 
ation in the summer of next year. 
Work to be done by city forces 
will extend over a four-year peri- 
od, but the major portion will be 
accomplished far sooner than 
that.

ther can be too hot or too wet, and | 
the birds, insects and diseases can 
beat you to the crop. 

With all that can go wrong, it 
is amazing how perservering most 
seeds are, and you will always 
have a satisfactory amount of suc- 
cess. 

Soil preparation is the major 
part of planting seed. Most of 
Menlo Park is blessed with rich 
topsoil that has overflowed 
from the creek, or well-tilled or- 
chard and farm lands. 

Where adobe does exist, 


it is 


best to provide drainage with tiles 
and haul in a lot of topsoil. In 


most places, the addition of peat 
moss and commercial fertilizer 
will do the trick. This, however, is 
a surface cure, and the best pre- 
é a garden involves dig-| 
ging with a fork and breaking the 
clumps of dirt with the fork or 
a hoe. i 
The Dutch dig three and four 
deep, so we should

furrow, the hoe can be used to 
draw back the soil and the flat 
side used to tamp down the sur- 
face. 

Where seeds are planted ina 
“hill,” only the circle where the 
seeds are planted needs to be 
dug, but of course you are im- 
proving your soil if you can dig 
farther. 

I like to use a few spadesful of 
rotted manure or compost at the 
bottom of a hole that will have 
several seeds or plants on top. 
This provides fine drainage and 
encourages deep roots in search 
of good food. 

DAMPNESS CONTROL 

Moisture and warmth are essen- 
tial to the germination of seed 
once it has been properly planted. 

I say “moisture,” because water 
enough to stand on the surface 
will surely kill most seeds. 

Warmth is provided by waiting 
for certain spring weather and 
planting in a sunny place. Since 
tender, sweet vegetables depend 
on rapid growth for their good- 
ness, being the first in the neigh- 
borhood to plant a garden is often 
not such a great advantage. 

When you are planting you 
can simolify your work by 
keeping all your small tools in 
a basket — the string, stakes, 
seeds, fertilizer, measure, etc. 

This is a good year to try your 
luck with plants from seed, as all 
seed, and especially the hybrid 
varieties, is greatly improved. 

Some flowers to try are mari- 
golds, zinnia, calendula, cosmos, 
portulaca, cornflower, morning; 
glories. Vegetables should include 
Swiss chard, beans, squash, corn, 
lettuce.

The Vets’ Guide: 


'Cal-Vet' Loans 
Still Retain 
Lowest Interest 


The “Cal-Vet” rate of interest 
on home and farm purchases, 
which has just been continued at 
3 per cent by the California vet- 
erans board, is one of the lowest 
available to veterans anywhere, 
according to Floyd D. Granger, 
veterans service officer of San 
Mateo county. 

“However,” he pointed out, 
“the State Department of Veter- 
ans Affairs is able to provide this 
benefit to California veterans 
only by financing homes which 
are sound investments from all 
points of view. 

“Veterans who intend to use 
Cal-Vet financing should  ac- 
quaint themselves with the De- 
partment’s requirements before 
they draw up plans, or write a 
check for a down payment. 

“Whether you have in mind a 
lot to build on, or an_ existing 
dwelling,” Granged cautioned, 
“make your down payment sub- 
ject to approval of the property 
by the department.” 

He urged that veterans acquaint 
themselves with the department’s 
requirements regarding eligibility 
of applicants, suitability of the 
property, maximum loans and 
property values, and contract pro- 

visions. 

Eligibility is limited to vet- 
erans who served honorably at 
least 90 days in World Wars I 
and II and the Korean war, and 
entered military service as Cali- 
fornians by birth or residence. 

“Be especially careful,” Grang- 

er added, ‘where non-convention- 
al construction is involved. For 
your own protection, give the de- 
partment adequate time to look at 
the plans and inspect the actual 
work.” 

“IT like to think,” Granger con- 
cluded, “that the veterans who 
are glad they weren’t hasty great- 
ly outnumber those who regret 
the day they were. This is most 
important when one makes a life- 
time investment in a home.”

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For Centennial Celebration 


First of ‘Old Mento’ 


By MAGGIE MOORE 
First of the historical items 
wihch will form an exhibit of 
“Old Menlo” at the coming Cen- 
tennial celebration, was received 
Monday morning by Miss Susan 
Gale, Menlo Park historian. 

A black thornwood cane, with 
its gold head decorated with gold 
quartz stones and engraving, and 
belonging to the late Dennis J. Ol- 
iver, was presented to Miss Gale 
by Mrs. Frank J. Burke. 

Oliver was a partner with D. C. 
McGlynn in owning the Menlo 
Park ranch which extended from 
El Camino Real west to the Ala- 
meda de las Pulgas. Engraved 
around the head of the cane are 
the words, “Presented to D. J. Ol- 
iver by his employees January 30, 
1864.” 

All. signs of the original 
ranch have passed with time 
and the area is now the “West 
Menlo” residential section of 
our town. 

Mrs. Burke decided to present 
the cane to Miss Gale Thursday 
when she noted the picture in the 
Recorder in which the historian 
was showing a picture of the or- 
iginal gates to the Oliver and Mc- 
Glynn ranch to Admiral C. Julian} 
Wheeler, president of the Centen- 
nial association. The gates were 
destroyed after the phctograph 
was taken in 1904. 

Oliver’s cane came into the pos- 
session of Mrs. Burke through her 
son, the late Francis M. Burke, 
who was a collector of early Cal- 
ifornia history and memorabilia. 

Before his death in 1947, the 
young lawyer had gathered 
groups of items of various phases 
of state history, one group of 
which is now housed at the cus- 
tom house in Monterey.

“Everyone wanted the shortest 
way,’ she said, “and my father 
had his own ideas about which 
way it should be. He said that if 
a man went on horseback on the 
one route, he’d walk his route— 
and the one who got there first.
